The Proposed New Highway. 


Early in the month of August, 1895, a petition signed by F. 
A, Pigkering and twenty-three others, was received by the Se- 
lectmen, stating that for the accommodation of the public there 
was occasion for a new highway, to begin at the northerly side 
of D. W. Badger’s land on the Fox Point road and to run in a 
westerly direction, terminating at a point on the Greenland road 
in front of the town hall. The Selectmen decided to give the 
parties a hearing, and appoiuted the 28th day of August as the 
date upon which to hold it. Proper notice was given to all 
parties interested, and the hearing was held according to ap- 
pointment, and, after hearing all there was to be said for and 
against the road, the Selectmen examined the proposed route, 
and during the following week met and unanimously decided 
that the public did not desire them to lay out the highway pro- 
posed, and notified the petitioners in writing of their decision, 
giving the following reasons for not granting the petition : 

First. The strenuous opposition developed at the hearing. 

SEcoNnD. ‘The benefit to be derived from such a highway 
would be almost wholly individual, and ought not to be con- 
structed at the public expense. 

Tuirp. That the proposed road would be a difficult and ex- 
pensive one to construct, and would therefore be durdensome to 
the town. 

After receiving the decision of the Selectmen, Mr. Pickering 
circulated a petition addressed to the supreme court asking for 
the laying out of this proposed road by the Commissioners, and, 
strange to say, succeeded in getting 46 persons to sign the 
same. The hearing upon this petition was held at the town 
hall, Dec. 12 and 13, 1895. Hon. John S. H. Frink appeared 
for the town and Hon. Calvin Page for the petitioners. We 
now quote from the Commissioners’ report : 
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‘“‘And thereupon the hearing vroceeded and continued on the 
12th and 13th days of December, 1895, until completed. And 
having heard and considered all the evidence offered and the 
allegations and arguments of the parties and their counsel, and 
having made personal examination of the route proposed for 
the new highway named in said petition, we are of the opinion 
that for the accommodation of the public there is occasion that 
the same be laid out, and we therefore lay out a new highway 
in the town of Newington, described as follows : 

Beginning on the southerly side of the Fox Point road, so- 
called, at a stake 39 feet easterly of land of Emma Rollins and 
running on land of D. W. Badger, south 83° west, 80 rods to a 
stake, thence turning and running through land of D. W. Bad- 
ger, F, A. Pickering and Emma Rollins, south 85 1-2° west, 
52 rods to a stake, thence turning and running through land of 
Emma Rollins north 80° west, 72 rods to a stake on the east- 
erly line of land of the town of Newington, thence continuing the 
same course through land of said town, 127 rods and 18 links 
to a stake, thence turning and running through land of said 
town and by land of Congregational church, north 83 1-2° 
west, 73 rods and 1t links to a stake on the easterly side of 
the highway leading from the Fox Point road, so-called, to Green- 
land, 25 feet southerly from land of said Congregational church, 
carrying a width of 25 feet on each side of the above-described 
line, and having a length of 405 rods and 6 links. 

We hereby prescribe that the said highway be turnpiked 20 
feet wide, between ditches, and that the bridges and culverts be 
20 feet wide; and we are of the opinion that the period of 7 
months, dating from the rst of April, A. D., 1896, should be 
allowed for the completion of the said highway. 

And we award damayes to the respective owners of the lands 
over which the said new highway shall pass, to be paid by the 
said town of Newington, as follows :

Three cords were 
drawn to the schoolhouse, and the remainder, 48 1-2 cords, is 
assorted and piled, to be disposed of as the town may think 
best. 


School Report. 


In compliance with a change made in the school laws at the 
last session of the New Hampshire Legislature, the School 
Board of Newington herewith submits the report of the school 
from Feb. 15, 1895 to Aug. 1, 1895: 

The school has been taught by Miss Hattie M. Hook, whom 
we consider an exceptionally good teacher. Thorough in her 
work, and faithful and energetic in all connected with the school, 
she has given excellent satisfaction during the entire time she 
has hadthe school. A beginning has been made in Nature 
Study, which receives so much attention in nearly all public 
schools at the present time, and much interest has been shown 
in that study. combining as it does Drawing, Natural History 
and Botany, with some other branches, each essential to the 
proper and intelligent development of our scholars. Mr. C. B. 
Hoyt was employed as teacher of Penmanship for the spring 
term, with very satisfactory results. The average attendance 
compares favorably with other years.

FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE LANGDON FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


At the close of the year ending February 15, 1896, the 
trustees again congratulate the citizens of Newington upon 
the success of the library and its work for the year. 

Although the total number of bound volumes taken out 
during the year is not greatly in excess of last year’s cir- 
culation, the reading of books outside of fiction has in. » 
creased to a very gratifying extent. In estimating the 
value of the year’s reading, it will be seen that in the de- 
partment of poetry twenty-four per cent more books have 
been read this year than last ; in science the increase has 
been thirty per cent ; in travel, sixty-one per cent ; in his- 
tory, seventy-seven per cent; and in current periodicals 
taken out, four hundred thirty-five per cent. 

Several agencies have tended to promote these good re- 
sults ; foremost among which should be acknowledged the 
earnest efforts of the librarian to stimulate a line for the 
higher grades of literature. In furtherance of this object 
a new system of lending has been inaugurated, which per- 
mits a borrower to take out on his card. not only a book 
of fiction, but, in addition to this, another book belonging 
to any other department of the library. He may also take 
on the same card, at the same time, an indefinite number 
of periodicals from the reading table. 

The circulation of current literature has become a prom- 
inent feature of the library ; and the generous contribu- 
tions of various organizations in the town are more and 
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more appreciated by the officers of the library and by the 
general public. In no way are the principles of the W. C. 
ii. thes Y,.b. >.) i.,.tne sunday school, the Reapers’ 
Circle, and the Shakespeare Club more widely disseminat- 
ed throughout the community than by their continuously 
supplying the reading table with their distinctive publica- 
tions. For their hearty co-operation with the trustees of 
the library sincerest thanks are offered. 


Especially attractive to the young as well as to those of 
mature years are the many bound volumes of the ‘“Lon- 
don News,” illustrated, two volumes of which, for the year 
1895, have just been received from Mr. Langdon. 


Newspapers and magazines are among the marvels of this 
marvelous age. Periodicals are for inspiration ; their high- 
est service being to inspire us to read worthy books. Per- 
iodicals exercise the mind ; books feed it. Periodicals are 
the playground of the mind ; books its workshop. He who 
who reads only books will be too heavy ; periodicals alone 
make us too light. 

Life is short and books are numerous ; hence we should 
decide early what books are best suited to our individual 
needs. 

Between the covers of the right book each may find 
mapped out for himself the sure road to success; but om- 
niverous devouring of an immense number of books ina 
careless way destroys the mind’s power of holding what is 
worth retaining, 

Books beckon upward, or drag downward ; and it is no 
less fair to estimate a person by the books he reads than 
by the associates he draws around him. The mind sinks 
or rises to the level of its habitual surroundings. 

The Langdon Library should be regarded by the people 
of Newington as the auspicious beginning of large possi- 
bilities ; and it is the hope of the trustees that, as the years 
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advance, this now well-established institution shall prove 
so attractive as to become universally popular and really 
useful. 

People of means can make no more acceptable donation 
to the town of their birth or adoption than an occasional 
volume to be added to the shelves of the library. 


If we desire to check the decrease in the rural popula- 
tion, by making our young people better contented, let us 
aim to raise the standard of intelligence at home; for the 
more cultivated people there are in the town the more at- 
tractive will it become. 


A good library itself creates a hunger for knowledge ; 
and the maintenance of our institutions, the happiness of 
our social and domestic life, the prosperity of our business, 
are all dependent upon that foundation of individual and 
public intelligence which a good library rightly used is 
capable of producing. 


After nearly three years’ constant wear it has been nec- 
essary tore-bind twenty-two volumes. This is not a bad 
showing, when we notice that other libraries re-bind after 
afew months’ use; and yet a tendency to be guarded 
against is that of indifference to the pecuniary value of 
books. The trustees are well aware that some persons 
who are allowed to use freely what costs them nothing are 
likely to abuse the privilege. When it becomes the rule 
rather than the exception that books returned from certain 
households show unmistakable evidence of ill treatment, it 
is apparent that these books should be replaced by the 
guilty parties, or the privileges of the library should be de- 
nied them. 

The very important place ae the Langdon Library is 
intended to occupy in the culture of our people makes all 
concentrated labor in its behalf of great interest to those 
who have its well-being committed to their care. Animat- 
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ed by this feeling, the officers of the library have gladly de- 
voted their best time and energies during the past year to 
the preparation of a catalogue for home use. 


Those not acquainted with the details of the work re- 
quired in this undertaking can have no just appreciation of 
the amount of thoughtful labor involved. Suffice it to say 
that no experienced person, professionally engaged in this 
particular occupation, could be found willing to undertake 
the work of preparing our manuscript for the printer for 
less than one hundred twenty-five dollars. With no as- 
sistance outside the families of the trustees and the libra- 
rian, this labor of love has been accomplished ; and our peo- 
ple can best show their appreciation of the effort made in 
their behalf by purchasing the catalogue, which will be of- 
fered to them for less than the cost of printing and bind- 
ing. Since no expense whatever has been incurred in the 
preparation of this work, the trustees would respectfully 
and unanimously urge the town to assume the payment of 
the bill due for printing and binding these books; thus 
enabling the trustees to place free in each household in the 
town one copy of the catalogue. This plan is the more 
earnestly recommended as the balance on hand in the 
treasury of the library is greatly needed for rebinding 
books, and for binding valuable periodicals. Since the es- 
tablishment of the library the trustees have never felt able 
to expend a dollar for new books; nor has a dollar been 
spent during the past year for much needed furnishings, 

The transfer of twenty-eight books from the town of 
Newington to the custody of the Langdon Library was 
made too late for their insertion in the catalogue ; but the 
list will appear, with other accesions in next year’s report 
as an appendix to the catalogue issued at this time. 


Of all the accessions to the Langdon Library during the 
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year none has been more gladly welcomed than the fine 


portrait of its founder.
